Tying and Pinching (see drawings and photos) 


TYING AND PINCHING (See drawings and photos above). When 
the plant grows to about 12 inches tall (drawing No. 1) it is bent 
from about the middle and the end tied to a fairly long No. 12 size 
galvanized wire which is bent at an angle of 45 degrees (as in 
Fig. 2). The supporting wire should point to north and the leader 
must be tied to it with raffia (Figs. 2 and 3) at least every seven 
days. All the laterals and the sublaterals should be pinched at 
every second or third joints as in Fig. 2, and this operation should 
be repeated continuously as they grow until around September 15th. 
As the plant increases in width an additional support is necessary to 
‘prevent toppling over on one side as in Fig. 4. The main leader is 
lowered gradually so that it will be in the horizontal position around 
September 15 as in Fig. B. When the buds begin to form the main 
stem starts the gradual vertical bending from its horizontal level 
with the surface of the plant now facing south as in Picture 5. When 
the buds show color, the pot is placed on high position so that the 
sprays will not touch the ground and bent to the final vertical 
position (as in Fig. C. Also see cut for Jane Harte). 


PREPARATION OF SOIL. Prepare the compost by mixing well 
three-fifths by volume of medium heavy loam and the balance two- 


fifths of leaf mold and well decayed cattle manure (proportion of 
two-thirds leaf mold and one-third manure). In addition to this a 
5-inch potful of bone-meal may be added to every three bushels of 
this soil. This compost may be prepared in large quantity and can 
be stored in shelter for later use. 


FERTILIZER. Twice a month applications of commercial fertilizers 
(Gaviota, vigoro, etc.) should be made during the growing months 
starting from early June up to the formation of their buds. The 
amount of fertilizer to be used depends largely upon the size of the 
plant. It is cautioned not to over-feed the plant, always remember- 
ing that very light applications frequently made are far better than 
over-dosing the plant at any single application. 


RE-POTTING. The plants should be shifted into 6-inch pots when 
bought from us in little pots. Further two to three shiftings into 
larger pots are required during the season, and these shifts should 
be made before the plants form their first root network on the inside 
of the pot. The final potting may be made about the middle of 
August and the sizes of pots used depends on the size and variety.

WATERING—Variation in the composition of soils and variation in 


climatic conditions, due to geographical differences, render the 


matter of watering a problem for local study and solution. However, 
here are a few salient points ever to be kept in mind if you are to 


avoid the consequences of a careless, haphazard plan of irrigation. 


We cannot emphasize too strongly the necessity of keeping the 


roots of your plants moist at all times. To subject them to a drought, 
however slight, will cause a sudden check in growth, a setback that 
may later be responsible for a host of trouble—the appearance of 
rust, mildew, blighted or blackened foliage and the premature 
hardening of wood, premature setting of buds with a sequence of 


partially developed and mis-shapen flowers. 


Avoid overwatering as it is apt to lead’ to equally disastrous 


results. Confine your irrigation activities to a time of day sufficiently 


early to allow superficial drying of foliage before nightfall. 


STOPPING—When the young plant has become firmly established 
—normally within a period of two weeks from planting date—pinch

out the top. This simple operation is known as ‘'stopping’’ and will 
bring about the formation of three or more new shoots, the subse- 
quent handling of which must be governed ‘by whatever plan you 
may have for their future disposition.

For exhibition types and 
many of the large commercials, it is desirable to ‘‘take’’ the crown 


bud. ? 


While the term ‘take the bud’’ may be enshrouded in ambiguity, 
it simply involves the mechanics of removing the buds not to be 
used and reserving the one chosen as the best for development. 
if you wish to ‘“‘take’’ 


Therefore, the crown bud, you remove the 


encircling buds and reserve the one in the center. 


If it is desirable to use what is commonly known as the terminal 
bud, the foregoing operation is reversed. The central or crown bud 
and all but one of the encircling or vegetative buds are removed 
From the remaining bud will spring a vegetative growth that will 
in time produce another cluster of buds, the central one of which 


should be ‘“‘taken’’ or reserved and all others removed. 


All crown buds, excepting those from plants of an extremely early 
blooming habit, appearing in the months of May, June and July, 
should be removed along with all excess lateral growth. It is also 
necessary to keep all axilary and basal growth broken out. The 
plant should be given a thorough going over at frequent intervals 
in order to keep it free from all superfluous growth, thus insuring a

Cultural Directions for Carnations 


Easy to Grow if These Simple Rules are Followed 


PREPARATION OF SOIL 


Select a sunny spot in your garden and be sure that your 
soil is well drained, yet not too light and sandy. The novice 
will find a medium heavy loam in raised or banked bed as 
ideal. To this soil, a liberal amount of bone meal is spaded 
in before plants are set out. To counteract extreme acidity, 
which is unfavorable for healthy carnation growth, apply 
dehydrated lime or wood ashes lightly. 


TREATMENT OF PURCHASED PLANTS 


In order to reduce to a minimum, if not to eliminate com- 
pletely, any loss of plants sustained by our customers after 
the plants are received, our Garden will ship pre-hardened 
established plants in bands. These plants were first rooted 
in sand, then removed to individual bands of soil. Then, 
they were kept for a minimum period of 3 weeks in open 
air allowing them to sufficiently harden and establish 
themselves for long distance shipments before sending out. 

When received, remove the band and set out rather 
shallow with original soil of the band intact. The plants 
should be watered thoroughly after planting but no further 
watering is required until surface shows signs of getting dry. 


STOPPING AND DISBUDDING 


Plants should be spaced sufficiently apart so that they will 
have ample air circulation between the plants when they 
have formed the bushes. They are first stopped when 3 or 4 
inches high. The object of this is to encourage the young 
plant to build up bushy plant, which in turn will produce 
more flowers. The best method is to pull the center out; do 
not break it off: When the stem is broken off, only 2 or 3 
new growths will appear but when pulled off, several stems 
will rise from this first operation. The center of these new 
growths are further topped occasionally until far into July, 
when winter flowers are preferred. Then the plants are 
allowed to form their flower stems. When the buds develop 
sufficiently large, all side buds are removed thus leaving 
single bud to a stem. 


FEEDING AND WATERING 


Very wet or very dry soil conditions are both detrimental 
to support a vigorous, healthy growth of carnations. Although 
in winter, they will stand being kept fairly dry much better 
than on the wet side, especially since we have most of 
our rainfall at that time here in Southern California. 

As carnation is almost an ever-blooming flower, feeding 
should be made almost the year around after the final 
topping in July. Nitrogen content stimulates a rapid leaf and 
stem growth; phosphoric acid and potash build up steady, 
firm growth of plant with large flower, good substance and 
good color. For these reasons, complete fertilizers which 
are in the market today, such as “Gaviota,” ‘Gro-rite,” 
“Vigoro,” etc., are recommended in cooler months. These 


fertilizers may be applied dry and watered into the soil. 
When the days become longer and hot days approach, a 
mulching of cow manure will largely assist in retaining the 
moisture within the soil. The feeding roots of carnations are 
very close to the surface and should not be cultivated very 
near the plant, and weeds appearing near the plant should 
be pulled out rather than hoed out. 


DISEASES AND INSECT PESTS 


Carnations, like other cultivated plants, are susceptible to 
fungus diseases and insect pests but fortunately, these are 
all easily controllable. Fungus disease or disease caused by 
other organisms such as blight, spot, rust and wilt can be 
controlled and prevented with the use of bordeaux mixture. 
A soap spreader is used with this mixture to insure complete 
coverage of the foliage. 


Our worst insect pests are aphids, thrips, and red spiders. 
The former two are easily controlled with either nicotine, 
rotonone, or phyrethrum sprays, but the latter is little more 
difficult to destroy. Up to date, ‘“Loro’’ with soap spreader 
or ‘“Hi-tox” are the best known sprays to destroy the red 
spiders after infestations. Overhead watering or occasional 
bathing of plants with strong pressure hose in clear warm 
days will help removing the spiders and aphids when plants 
are young.
